The greatest Drama of the Ages took place more than 
nineteen hundred years ago. It took four thousand years for 
the preparation of this drama, with thousands of rehearsals. 


Multiplied 1 


thousands of men and animals were used as stand- 


ins for the actors who would be eventually emploved in the 


final production. 


Animals were often used as the stand-in for 


the One who would be the leading Character. 


Naturally, with thousands of re- 
hearsals and without the final ac- 
tors or the settings arranged as 
they would be for the final produc- 
tion, no two rehearsa!s were alike, 
but they all contained the basic 
theme—Redemption. 


In the first rehearsal, when the 
curtain goes up we find a man 
and a women wearing fig leaves 
and hiding behind trees in a beau- 
tiful but withering garden. A 
Voice offstage cries, ‘Adam, where 
art thou?” The man and woman 
come from their hiding place and 
confess that they hid because they 
were afraid. God asks the man 
whether he has eaten of the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. The 
man confesses that he has and 
the sentence of temporal and 
spiritual death is pronounced. The 
man is to be expelled from the 
garden, but first God goes into the 
field and slays’ two lambs and 
gives the man and the woman 
costumes of skin to wear. 

Ever since this first rehearsal 
of the great Drama of the Ages 
whenever man has found himself 
exposed to the wrath of a just 
and a holy God he has sought in 
his own way to justify himself 
by good deeds, by self-righteous- 
ness, through education, through 
gaining the approval of fellow 
human beings, and in ten thousand 
other ways. But just as God looked 
down through those fig leaves, He 
looks down through all means 
which the human mind can con- 
trive ‘for man to cover himself, 
into the depth of man’s soul and 
sees man as he is. But just as 
He gave Adam a tunic by shedding 
the blood of a lamb, He has made 
provision for man to have a robe 
of righteousness through the shed 
blood of the “Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 


Atonement, a Day of Covering 

Back in the Old Testament each 
year on the Day of Atonement or 
the Day of Covering the high 
priest brought three animals to 
the altar; a bullock and two young 
goats.

The Church Built on Christ 
the Rock 


On verse 18, the Scofield Bible 
yas this note: 


(There is in the Greek a play upon the 
words, “thou art Peter (petros—literally, 
‘a little rock’), and upon this rock (Petra) 
I will build my church.” He does not 
promise to build His church upon Peter, 
but upon Himself, as Peter himself is care- 
ful to tell us (I Pet, 2:4- 9), 


Peter is a loose stone, but Christ 
Himself is the Bedrock, the Foun- 
lation Stone upon which the 
church is built (I Cor. 3:11). 

The church is not built on Pet- 
er. The Roman claim that the 
Catholic church is built on Peter 
is blasphemous, because it really 
denies what Christ is here saying, 
that the church is built on Christ 
Himself. First Corinthians 3:10 
ind 11 say, “According to the 
rrace of God which is given unto 
ne, as a wise masterbuilder, I 
1ave laid the foundation, and an- 
ther buildeth thereon. But let 
‘very man take heed how he 
huildeth thereupon. For other 
‘oundation can no man lay than 
‘hat is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 
There can be no other foundation 
sut Christ, the Rock. 

Note these facts. (1) There is 
Ybsolutely no historical evidence 
‘hat Peter ever went to Rome. 
‘2) There is no scriptural mention 
of his being at Rome. He is said, 
“ather, to have been at Babylon, 
the other direction from Jerusa- 
‘'em (I Pet. 5:13). (3) Paul, writ- 
‘ng to Rome, takes all of Romans, 
chapter 16, to greet many, many 
Christians by name. Why did he 
not greet Peter, if Peter were 
there and were Bishop of Rome, 
as Catholics claim? (4) When Paul 


shall be bound in heaven: and what- 
soever thou shalt loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

20 Then charged he his disciples 
that they should tell no man that 
he was Jesus the Christ. 

—Matt. 16:18-20 


went to Rome as described in Acts 
28 his meeting with Christian lead- 
ers is told, but no mention is made 
of Peter! Peter was not at Rome. 


Meaning of the Word 
“Church” 


But the best evidence that the 
Roman Catholic church is not built 
on Peter is that the Bible never 
mentions any human organization 
like the apostate, worldly Roman 
church, and it is absolutely unlike 
the simple New Testament pattern 
of local, independent churches. 


The meaning of the word church 
is important. It never in the Bi- 
ble means a denomination. Our 
use of the term church in the 
phrase, “The Roman Catholic 
Church,” or the phrase “The 
Methodist Church,” is thoroughly 
unscriptural. Remember, the word 
“church” never means denomina- 
tron. Catholics are not the church 
of Christ. Baptists are not the 
church of Christ. The sectarian 
group that calls itself “the Church 
of Christ” is not that. The claims 
»f Episcopalians, Greek Catholics, 
Seventh-Day Adventists, or any 
other denominational group, that 
they are “the true church,”. are 
untrue. The word church as used 
in the Bible, never one time refers 
to a denomination. The word 
means “a _ called-out assembly.” 
Thus it is used many, many times 
in the New Testament of local 


congregations, like the “church at. 


Jerusalem,” “the church at Rome,” 
“the church of God at Corinth,” 
“the churches .of Galatia,” and 
“the seven churches of Asia.” No-

Say it very earnestly; say 
it from the bottom ‘of your heart, 
Stay there until you realize what 
it means and what you are doing. 
It is a wondrous step forward 
when one really takes it.

It is Monday, October 16. Yes- 
terday I preached four times: 
twice, at 10:00 and 11:00, at the 
Mesa Baptist Temple, with Pastor 
Linn, where we had seven pro- 


fessions of faith, including a 
Catholic mother, her teen-age son, 
and a twelve-year-old daughter. 
One teen-age girl of a Mormon 
family was saved. In the afternoon 
at 3:00 I preached at the tent on 
“What Will Happen in Phoenix 
When Jesus Comes,” and then 
last night, oh, that crowd that 
filled the tent to hear my sermon 
on ~“Hell—What the Bible Says 
About It”! 


The tent revival campaign be- 
gan Thursday night, and in the 
first five services, the crowds 
grew ftom a little over two hun- 
dred up to over eight hundred, I 
think, last night. Yesterday after- 
noon there were thirty preachers 
of this area present, including one 
or two missionaries. And I am very 
heppy over the co-operation. A 
number of churches gave up their 
Sunday night services for the 
revival campaign. 

I have not yet given a public 
invitation, although a number have 
been saved in_ house-to-house 
visitation; in the co-operating 
churches Sunday morning; and 
one saved in the tent services 
when no invitation was given, but 
claimed it in the church on Sunday 
morning. 

I am having week-day morning 
services in area churches; am 
speaking each morning on the 
radio. 

The beautiful tent is simply a 
balloon-type structure, inflated 
and held up by a blower which 
keeps it full of air. The acoustic 
qualities of the tent are remark- 
ably good. People hear as well at 
the back of the 120-foot tent as 
at the front. 

Already the four days of inten- 
sive emphasis on soul winning in 
the conference which preceded the 
revival campaign have prepared 
the hearts of many, and people are 
actually winning souls. A pastor 
told me joyfully last night how 
he had won four in the last two 
days, houge to house. Another pas- 
ter won two Sunday morning.

Dr. Bob Jones, Sr. Has 
78th Birthday 


On October 30 Dr. Bob Jones, 
Sr., famous evangelist and found- 
er of Bob Jones University, was 
78 years old. We wrote our con- 
gratulations and expressions of 
love to this great man of God, 
and we want to congratulate all 
who have had some of the bless- 
ings God has distributed through 
him. Very few men in a century 
have been so greatly blessed of 
God and used of God as has Dr. 
Jones. 

Since he began preaching as a 
thirteen-year-old boy, he has 
preached about sixty-five years. 

He is one of the few survivors 
of a great age of evangelism. He 
was a very close friend of Billy 
Sunday and Ma Sunday. He be- 
longed to the age of R. A. Torrey, 
J. Wilbur Chapman, Sam Small. 
His campaigns were second only 
to those of Billy Sunday, his dear 
friend. Many years ago he felt bad 
about the newspapers playing up 
the results of his ministry as 
compared with-other famous men; 
so he quit reporting the number 
of conversions. His campaigns in 
many cities transformed § the 
churches and the moral life of 
the city. How many saloonkeepers 
were converted and quit the 
booze business! How many drunk- 
ards, atheists, and every kind of 
reprobate, found Christ in his 
meetings! In many campaigns the 
membership of: the churches in 
the town or city was doubled. In 
one Indiana town, 3,600 people 
joined the churches as a result of 
his campaign. Although no one 
knows how many except the re- 
cording angel, there were surely 
hundreds of thousands saved under 
his tremendous ministry. 


The founding of Bob Jones Uni-

students enrolled this year, is an

Dr. Jones has held a consistent 
position against modernism and 
unbelief all these years.

“If Only 


Most of us spend at least some 
part of our lives reviewing things 
that are already past, and all too 
often our reflections include a re- 
gretful, “If only I had ‘known 
how things would turn out!” 


Once when our little daughter 
Carol was very small I had occa- 
sion to repeat to myself that fu- 
tile “if only ... ” over and over 
again. I had allowed Carol to 
play on the basement steps while 
I was doing a washing, since she 
was already quite skilled at stair 
climbing. I reasoned that if she 
should happen to fall, I would be 
right below where I could either 
catch her or break her fall. How- 
ever, in the process of opening 
the door to the kitchen at the top 
of the stairs, she lost her balance 
and fell, not down the steps but 
underneath the guardrail, plunging 
headfirst to the cement floor be- 
luw. I could not get to her in time, 
of course, and soon we were rush- 
ing her to the hospital where it 
was discovered that she suffered 
a fractured skull. 


For weeks and weeks I torment- 
ed myself with foolish speculation 
as to how things might have been. 
“If only I had done my washing 
on Tuesday instead of Monday,” 
I said. “If only I had kept my 
little girl off the stairs! If only I 
had watched her more closely, etc., 
etc., etc.!” All my self-criminations 
were useless because they were 
‘too late. The damage had been 
done. There is no way any of us 
can make the wheels of time go 
backward. I am happy to say that 
the Lord restored our little girl 
to full health without any after 
effects whatever, for which we 
were very grateful. Still, the 


| 


anxiety and expense of such an 
experience are not soon forgotten. 


Just last week a little 7-year- 
old girl in a nearby community 
was murdered by a 13-year-old 
boy. Any crime where the criminal 
and victim are both children seems 
unbelieveably tragic, but this one 
seemed even more so because 
nearly everyone concerned with 
either the young murderer or the 
little girl had a poignant “if 
only...” to add to the sadness 
of the story. The boy’s stepfather 
regretted that he had not spent 
more time with his son. The girl’s 
father agonizingly rebuked him- 
self for having sent a little child 
out to buy cigarettes after sun- 
down. (Perhaps he even wished 
he had never learned to smoke!) 
The pastor of the good evangelical 
church which the boy had attended 
said he felt the tragedy would 


not have occurred “if only .-. .” 
the boy had kept coming to 
church. No doubt the Sunday 


School teacher who spent an hour 
with the boy in jail said to him- 
self, “If only I had worked just a 
little harder to win him to Christ, 
etc.” I can imagine that the boy’s 
mother even now repeats to her- 
self a thousand wishes that this 
or that had been done differently 
in the past thirteen years, as the 
boy was growing up. 

I have often wondered how 
many times Adam said to himself, 
“If only I had listened to God in- 
stead of Satan...” or if perhaps 
David tortured himself with the 
thought of how differently his 
children might have turned out 
had he not given in to temptation 
during that one sleepless night.

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Billy Graham Okays 
Baptismal Regeneration 


Lutheran Editor Quotes Dr. Graham 
on Sprinkling of Babies

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. — Billy 
Graham has picked his brother-in- 
law, Leighton Ford, to head up his 
work should an evangelistic associ- 
ation continue to be needed after 
his death. 


The evangelist revealed this in 
an interview with the Rev. Wilfred 
Bockelman, associate editor of the 
Lutheran Standard, American Lu- 
theran Church organ published 
here. 

Dr. Graham considers Mr. Ford 
“the most scholarly evangelist in 
the world today,” Mr. Bockelman 
wrote -in the Oct. 10 issue of the 
Standard. 

In his article, entitled “A Lu- 
theran Looks at Billy Graham,” 
Mr. Bockelman said his interview 
convinced him that the doctrinal 
differences that exist between Lu- 
therans and Mr. Graham, a South- 
ern Baptist, “are not nearly as 
great as one might suppose.” 

“Those that do exist are for the 
most part differences in termin- 
ology,”” he wrote. 

“One would assume that, as a 
Southern Baptist, Dr. Graham 
would be opposed to infant bap- 
tism,”’ Mr. Bockelman commented, 
but he discovered that all of the 
evangelist’s children with excep- 


tion of the youngest were baptized 
as infants. (Mrs. Graham and the 
children are Presbyterians). 

The Bockelman article quoted 
Mr. Graham as follows: 


“I have some difficulty in ac- 
cepting the indiscriminate baptism 
of infants without a careful regard 
as to whether the parents have 
any intention of fulfilling the 
promise they make. 

“But I do believe that something 
happens at the baptism of an in- 
fant, particularly if the parents 


are Christians and teach their 


children Christian truths from 
childhood. 

“We cannot fully understand the 
miracles of God, but I believe a 
miracle can happen in these chil- 
dren so that they are regenerated, 
that is, made Christian, through 
infant baptism. If you want to call 
that baptismal regeneration, that’s 


all right with me.” 
(Editorial Comment)

ment priest went back into the 
Holy of Holies and sprinkled the 
blood of the bullock in the pres- 
ence of God’s Manifested Glory, 
he came out and cast lots to deter- 
mine which of the goats should be 
sacrificed.

That reminds me of the little 
boy who said, “Mother, do you 
know the sick lady down the 
street?’ 

“The lady who thinks she is 
sick, dear,” answered his mother. 

“Well,” said the little fellow, 
“she thinks she is dead now.” 

The man in Detroit said, “Since 
I have been willing to admit the 
reality of pain, I have been unable 
to get away from the fact of sin.” 


War, a Result of Sin 
You had as well say there is 
no war as to say there is no sin. 
War is a result of sin. I am not 


a Pacifist. I believe there are times 
when it i$ right to fight. But war 
is the result of sin. 

We fought World War I to 
make the world safe for democra- 
cy. We fought against the tyranny 
of Kaiser Wilhelm who ran ruth- 
lessly over little nations like Bel- 
gium. I remember that the Ger- 
mans were only ten miles from 
Paris in 1918.

tice - that several -lecal congrega- 
tions are each called a church, not 
fractions nor branches of a mother 
church. Each local assembly was 
completely and _ separately 
church. 

But the assembly of Christ 
which will be called out to meet 
Christ at the rapture and will be 
gathered in the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem is also called a church (Heb. 
12:22, 23). The church in that 
sense includes all the saved people. 
In this sense the word church is 
synonymous with the body of 
Christ as you will see from Ephe- 
sians 1:22, 23 and Colossians 1:18. 
That is. the sense in which the 
word church is used here. It refers 
to the great assembly of Chris- 
tians who will be called out to 
meet Christ, all the firstborn 
whose names are written in Heav- 
en (Heb. 12:23). 


Christ Is Now Building 
His Church 


Again notice the words “I will 
build.” Literally the translation 
might be better, “I will be build- 
ing,” indicating a continuous pro- 
cess. The Lord is not discussing 
the origin or beginning of His 
church, but the process of its 
growth. Some argue that the 
church was “founded” during the 
ministry of Christ when He called 
out the apostles or others baptized

by John the Baptist. But they have 
in mind an earthly and denomi- 
national matter to which the 
Scripture here surely does not re- 
fer at all. Dr. Scofield and other 
good scholars speak of Pentecost 
as the birthday of the church. 
However, the Bible never men- 
tions, not one time, any point as 
being the time when the church 
was founded or originated or be- 
gun, If the Bible never tells when 
it began, then it is foolish for us 
to argue for it. Men who set a 
time for the beginning of the 
church usually intend to use it to 
back up some other pet doctrine 
or to boost their own particular 
denomination. It seems clear from 
I Corinthians 15:51 and I Thes- 
salonians 4:14-17 that all the saved 
of all ages will be gathered up 
to meet Christ and will assemble 
at the heavenly Jerusalem as de- 
scribed in Hebrews 12:22, 23. If 
so, then the first soul saved (eith- 
er Adam or Eve, we think), was 
the beginning of the church, the 
body of Christ. 

At any rate, Christ is now build- 
ing His church. The growing of 
this church, or body of Christ, or 
“household of God” (Eph. 2:19), 
or “building” (Eph. 2:21), or “holy 
temple in the Lord” (Eph. 2:21), 
or “habitation of God through the 
Spirit” (Eph. 2:22) is now taking 
place, described in Ephesians 2:19- 
22, and I Peter 2:5-8. Notice from 
these passages that the building is 
now growing or being built. Jesus 
is building His church or assembly 
of saved persons, building it on 
the Rock, Christ Jesus Himself. 
Each Christian is a ‘lively stone.’ 
First Corinthians 12:12-27 discuss- 
es this growing of the body of 
Christ, and verse 13 there says 
that ‘we are all baptized into one 
body’ by the Spirit. Get the mean- 
ing clear here. Each one of us is 
like a brick or stone buried into 
the wall and becoming a part of 
the wall. Christ, through the Holy 
Spirit, puts each new convert into 
this spiritual building and he is 
baptized, that is, literally buried, 
into the body of Christ, becoming 
a part of it. First Corinthians 
12:13 does not speak about one’s 
being baptized with the Holy Spirit 
for service, covered or surrounded 
or overwhelmed with the Holy 
Spirit. Instead, it tells how each 
Christian is put into the body and 
buried, and so becomes a part of 
the body of Christ, the spiritual 
house which He is building which 
is His church. The word baptized 
is used figuratively here. One is 
figuratively buried into the body 
of Christ and covered as a stone 
is buried in a wall. One also is 
figuratively covered with the Holy 
Spirit when He is poured out upon 
us in soul-winning power, but that 
is another matter entirely. Literal 
baptism, of course, is when one 
literally, physically, bodily, is bur- 
ied in water. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber about the word church as used 
here is that every saved person is 
9 part of that church. 


We believe in local congrega- 
tions, New Testament churches, 
such as they had in Bible times, 
but that is not what this Scripture 
is talking about. The gates of Hell 
do sometimes prevail] against local 
congregations, even against de- 
nominations, but they cannot pre- 
vail against this body of Christ 
which He will call out at the rap- 
ture, . | | \*

No Authority Given Peter 


as Pope 

The “keys of the kingdom of 
heaven” mentioned in verse 19 are 
difficult to explain. It seems that 
Peter was given the opportunity 
of preaching first, at Pentecost, 
to the Jews, and that he was also 
given the opportunity of preaching 
first to the Gentiles (Cornelius and 
his household) after the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. At any rate, it 
means that God intended His apos- 
tles, others as well.as Peter, to 
have authority such as _ other 
preachers do not have. The Holy 
Spirit gave to them certain powers 
and authority which He does not 
give to others, not apostles. Dr. 
Mantey, well-known Greek scholar, 
says that “shall be bound” and 
“shall be loosed’’ could well be 
translated “shall have been bound” 
and “shall have been loosed,” in- 
dicating that the Holy Spirit would 
simply revea] to the apostles what 
had already been bound or loosed 
in Heaven. 


The Roman Catholic claim that 
the binding and loosing here given 
to Peter made him a pope, with 
power to save or to damn, and to 
rule all Christians, and that this 
authority was inherited by all 
popes of Rome, is utterly foreign 
to the Scripture. Note the follow- 
ing proofs against the papal claim. 

1. Peter himself: never claimed 
any authority over the other apos- 


'tles. 


2. At Jerusalem, at a counsel of 
apostles, James seems to have pre- 
sided and gave the -final verdict 
(Acts 15:13-21). He said, “my 
sentence is... ” 

3. Paul said plainly that Pete 
taught him nothing new or “add- 
ed nothing to me” (Gal. 2:6) and 
that James, Peter, and John, “who 
seemed to be pillars,’”’ (note James 
is mentioned before Peter, (Gal. 
2:9) agreed that Paul was as free 
to go to the Gentiles as they to 
the Jews. 

4. Paul openly rebuked Peter to 
his face, and was then inspired of 
God to write it down (Gal. 2:11- 
14). God seems concerned to prove 
to us here that Peter was not in- 
fallible in faith and morals, had 
no authority whatever beyond the 
other apostles. 


5. If in Matthew 16:19 Jesus 
gave Peter special power of bind- 
ing and loosing, in John 20:21-23 
He gave more specifically the 
same authority to ALL the apos- 
tles. He said, * . as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 
And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: 
Whose soever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained.” All the apostles 
were sent as the Father sent Je- 
sus. All had Holy Spirit leading 
so that they could tell people who 
had repented that their sins were 
forgiven, could tell those who had 
not repented that their sins were 
unforgiven. But Peter had no spe- 
cial authority more than any other 
apostle. And none of the apostles 
ever claimed the powers or au- 


thority claimed by the Roman 
pope. 
6. However, the claim of any 


pope to have inherited any au- 
thority from any of the apostles, 
Peter or others, is without a word 
of Bible confirmation. Peter was 
no pope. No pope is foretold as 
God’s vicar on earth. The claim 
of such authority is an usurpation. 
Jesus never hinted that. there 
would be an office as prince or 
pope of the church or that any 
man would inherit or be elected 
to that office. 

7. But the best answer to the 
Catholic interpretation of Matthew 
16:18 and 19 is in Matthew 18:18 
and 19. There Jesus plainly gives 
exactly the same authority to any 
two or three Christians meeting 
in Jesus’ name as is here given tc 
Peter! So Matthew 16:18, 19 could 
not possibly be intended to give 
papal authority to Peter or popes 
of the Catholic church. .

12:16; Mark 1:44; 5:43, 
etc.). Probably the reason is that 
Jesus wanted people to be con- 
vinced of His deity only by the 
one particular crowning sign He 
had given—His bodily resurrection 
from the dead (Matt. 12:39, 40; 
16:4). The primary work of the 
apostles after Pentecost was bear- 
ing witness to the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ (Acts 1:22). See how 
many times the resurrection of 
Christ is mentioned by the apos- 
tles in the book of Acts.

A Spotless Lamb 

Notice the expression, “without 
spot to God.” He was without 
spot. Peter tells us that His blood 
was “as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot” (I Pet. 1:19). 
Jesus was not only born. like a 
lamb, but He lived like a Lamb. 
When God would typify His Son, 
He chose the most guileless of all 
animals, the lamb, and demanded 
that he should be without blemish 
and without spot, else he would 
not be a fit type of Jesus. The 
character of Jesus Christ was so 
spotless that even the judge who 
allowed His crucifixion said, “I 
find no fault in Him.” Jesus asked 
the Pharisees, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” Nobody took 
up that challenge. Down through 
all the crime, sin, and infidelity, 
and hatred of God and His Christ, 
for twenty centuries nobody has 
taken up that challenge.-No one 
can find anything wrong with Je- 
sus. He towers above all other 
men like a skyscraper towers 
above the miserable hovels of an 


-| underworld, and His character is 


as distinctly contrasted with that 
of others as a white lily in a 
bouquet of blood-red roses. Christ 
was Sinless! 


A Lamb at the Slaughter 


Behold Him! “He is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth” (Isa. 
23:7). He died a bloody death 
like a lamb. See Him, pale and 
bruised, as He struggles yonder 
under the weight of the cross! Two 
thieves are walking by His side, 
for “he was numbered with the 
transgressors” (Isa. 53:12). He has 
been scourged with thongs of 
leather until His flesh is lacerated 
and bleeding, for in every thong 
of leather there was _ fastened 
either a piece of glass, a nail, or 
a piece of sea shell.

Isaiah prophesied in his 
fifty-second chapter that Christ 
would be so beaten that He would 
look like “no man.” His counten- 
ance is defiled with dust and the 
spit of the rabble; and drops of 
livid blood trickle into the part 
of His beard that has not been 
plucked out. A crown of thorns 
bedeck His brow. He has had no 
food, or drink, or sleep since the 
supper the night before. He has 
been hurried and pushed from 
place to place. 


And now with the hot sun beat- 
ing upon His bare head, and with 
a two-hundred-and-fifty-pound 
cross mounted upon His lacerated 
and bleeding back, He goes forth 
to suffer the most horrid and 
ignominious death in the criminal 
code of the ages. Behold Him, led 
like a lamb to the slaughter. 

Now at Golgotha watch them as 
they strip Him of His clothing and 
to His shame place Him naked 
upon the cross! They hold Him 
there. They stretch forth His 
hands and nail them to the wood. 
His. feet are crossed and one spike 
is driven through. Can you see

est detail of life. This is one of 
the most essential conditions of 
receiving “the Holy Ghost, whom 
God hath givén to them that obey 
him” (Acts 5:32). 


2. Confess Christ Openly 
Before Men 


Matthew 10:32, “Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me before 
men, him will I confess also before 
my Father which is in heaven.” 
Romans 10:10, “For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation.” The life of 
confession is the life of full salva- 
tion, It is when we confess Christ 
before men that He confesses us 
before “my father in heaven,” and 
that the fullness of His blessing 
comes. 

It does not mean that we are to 
confess Christ just once, as for 
example, when ave unite with the 
church, but constantly. The one 
who would make the largest suc- 
cess of the Christian life should 
seize every opportunity of con- 
fessing Christ before men—in the 
home, in shopping, at work, in the 
church, everywhere. 


I once heard a wise old preacher 
say, “If we make a good deal 
of Christ, He will make a great 
deal of us.”” How many backsliders 
fell away from Christ at this 
point! They went to a new city, or 
a new place to work, and neglected 
to confess Christ, and now they 
are back in the world. 


3. Study the Word. 
First Peter 2:2, “As newborn 
babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow there- 


by.”’ The Word of God is the soul's 
food. It is the nourishment of the 
new life. One who neglects the 
Word cannot make much of a suc- 
cess of the Christian life. All who 
get on in the Christian life are 
great feeders on the Word of God. 
Here many fail. Ask any back- 
slider, “Have you fed on the Word 
daily?” I never have found one 


that could say that he had. 
Two points on Bible reading are: 


- first, read for food for your own 
soul: second, read a great deal 
on your knees. The Bible has be- 


come in some measure a new book 
to me since I have taken to read- 
ing it on my knees. 


4. “Pray Without Ceasing” 


(I Thess. 5:17). 

The one who would succeed 
in the Christian life must 
Jead a life of prayer. That 
fis easy enough if you only set 
mbout it. Have set times for pray- 


r. The rule of David and Daniel, 
three times a day, is a good rule. 
Psalms 55:17, “Evening, and morn- 
ing, and at noon, will I pray, and 
cry aloud: and he shall hear my 
voice.” Daniel 6:10, “Now when 
Daniel knew that the writing was 
signed, he went into his house; 
end his windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
kneeled upon his knees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime.” Begin the day with 
thanksgiving and prayer—thanks- 
giving for the definite mercies of 
the past, prayer for the definite 
meeds of the present day. Stop in 
the midst of the bustle and worry 
and temptation of the day for 
thanksgiving and prayer. Close the 
diay with thanksgiving and prayer. 

Then there should be the spe- 
cial prayer in special temptation 
when we see the temptation ap- 
proaching. Keep looking to God. 
“Pray without ceasing.” It is not 
needful to be on our Knees all the 
time. But the heart should be on 
its knees all the time. If “Satan 
trembles when he sees the weakest 
saint upon his knees,” let us keep 
him trembling all the time. We 
should be often on our knees, 
or our faces literally. This is a 
joyous life, free from worry and 
care. Here is the point (neglect 
of prayer) where many fail. 

There are three things for which 
the one who would make a success 
of the Christian life must es- 
pecially pray: first, for wisdom, 
“Tf any of you lack wisdom, let 
him ask of God” (James 1:5); 
second, for strength, “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength” (Isa. 40:31); third, 
for the Holy Spirit, “Your heaven- 
ly Father shall give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him.” If 


you have not yet received the‘, 
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a Success ... 


baptism of the Holy Spirit, you 
should offer definite prayer for 
this definite blessing and definite- 
ly expect to receive it. If you have 
already received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, you should with 
each new emergency of Christian 
work pray to God for a new filling 
with the Holy Spirit (Acts 4:31). 


5. Go to Work for Christ 


Matthew 25:29, “For unto every 
one that hath shall be given, and 
he shall have abundance: but from 
him that hath not shall be taken 
away even that which he hath.” 
Note the context, and you will see 
that this means, those who use 
what they have will get more, and 
those who let what they have 
lie idle will lose even that. The 
working Christian, the one who 
uses his talents, whether few or 
many, in Christ’s service, is the 
one who gets on in the Christian 
life here, and who will hereafter 
hear the, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant, enter thou 
into the joy of the Lord.” Find 
some work to do for Christ and 
do it. 

Seek for work. If it is nothing 
more than distributing tracts or 
invitations to meetings, do it. Al- 
ways be looking for something 
more to do for Christ, and you 
will always be receiving something 
more from Christ. 


6. Give Largely 
Proverbs 11:25, “The liberal soul 
shall be made fat.” Second Corin- 


| 


thians 9:6,.8, “He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth agp 
shall reap also bountifully .... And 
God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, al- 
ways having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work.” Success and growth in 
Christian life depends on few 
things more than upon liberal giv- 
ing. A stingy Christian cannot be 
a growing Christian. It is wonder- 
ful how a Christian man begins to 
grow when he begins to give. Give 
systematically. Set aside for Christ 
a fixed proportion of all the money 
or goods you get. Be exact and 
honest about it. Don’t use it for 
yourself under any circumstances. 
A tenth is a good proportion to 
begin with. Don’t let it be less 
than that, After you have given 
your tenth, you will probably soon 
learn the joy of giving freewill of- 
ferings in addition to the tenth. 


7. Keep Pushing On 

Philippians 3:13, 14, “Brethren, 
I count not myself to have ap- 
prehended: but this one thing I 
do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are be- 
fore, I press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus.” Forget that 
which lies behind; press on to the 
better things that lie before. 
“Press on toward the goal unto 
the prize of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus” (AS.V.). 
Forget the sins which lie behind. 

If you fail anywhere, if you 
fall. don’t be discouraged, don’t 
give up, don’t brood over the sin. 


Confess it instantly. Believe God's 
Word, First John 1:9, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Believe the sin is forgiven; 
forget it; press on, Satan beguiles 
many a poor soul here. He keeps 
us brooding over our failures and 
sins. He even makes us think this 
is humility, as if it were humility 
to doubt God’s Word and make 
Him a liar by not believing the 
sin is forgiven and put away, when 
He says. it is. 


Forget the achievements and 
victories of the past and press on 
to greater. Here Satan cheats 
many of us out of the larger life. 
He keeps us thinking so much of 
what we have already obtained 
and makes us so contented with it 
and so puffed up over it, that we 
come to a standstill, or even back- 
slide. I have seen this in many 
individuals and many churches. 
“How well we have done!” they 
think. Our only safety is in for- 
getting those things which are be- 
hind, and pressing on. “Excelsior!” 
“Higher!” should be the. soul’s 
persistent cry. Press on! There is 
always something better ahead. 
You may have received a second 
blessing, or a twenty-second, but 
there is still something better until 
we “come ... unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ” (Eph. 4:13). 


Young Christian friends and old- 
er Christians, the road to certain 
success in the Christian life is plain 
enough. Shall we take it? The 
truths of this message are fa- 
miliar; but are you _ practicing 
them? Read them over frequently 


and see if there is not some point 
at which you fail. If you find there 
is, correct your mistake at once.
